Teachers Submit Statement Re 
Their Refusal to Accept School 
Board’s Proposed Salary Schedule 


Editor’s Note: Since the rate¬ 
payers will have to pay the bill The 
Journal believes that all ratepayers 
are vii tual'ly interested in the pre¬ 
sent wage dispute between the 
teachers and school board. As result 
it has been successfully prevailed 
upon the teachers to submit their 
side of the argument to the rate¬ 
payers for their enlightenment 

A conciliator, K. A. Pugh, of Ed¬ 
monton, has failed to settle the dis¬ 
pute and i has now gone into 
arbitration. Following is the teach¬ 
ers’ statement: 

“Arbitration in the salary dis¬ 
pute between the Coleman School 
Board and the teachers is expected 
soon. This arbitration was brought 
about by the teachers’ unanimous 
decision to refuse the school 
board’s offer. Herewith is a copy 
of the letter sent to Mr. K. A. 
Pugh, secretary of the Department 
of Trade & Industry], stating the 
teachers’ reasons for rejecting the 
Board’s offer.

Dear Sir, 

In reply to your request to have 
the teachers of the Coleman Sub¬ 
local ATA outline the reasons for 
rejecting the schedule of salaries 
offered by the school board to 
herewith submit the following. 

A. In General: 

1. The schedule is too Low in re¬ 
spect of minimum and maximum 
salaries. 

In the light of present cost of 
living indices salaries received on 
this scale would not provide pur¬ 
chasing power equivalent to that 
in pre-war years. 

2. During pre-war years salaries 
offered were inconsistent with the 
requirements of the profession. 
Teachers require and many have 
training and qualifications equal to 
those in other professions yet the 
highest possible salary on any 
scale was far out of line with the 
earnings of other professions. The 
present schedule offers an even 
greater discrepancy in this way. 

3. During the past war years 
when cost of living was rising the 
teachers were denied the full bene¬ 
fits of cost, of living bonuses re¬ 
ceived by industrial workers. Now 
that war conditions are alleviated 
some of this should be returned to 
the teachers either in the form of 
higher salaries or as a bonus. 

B. In Particular: 

1. The date of effect of the 
schedule should be September 1st, 
1946. This schedule is based almost 
entirely on a schedule offered by 
our Sub-local in April. This in turn 
had been based on one which was 
in effect at that time. It was pointed 
out then that this was a minimum 
requirement for 1946-47 and that 
there was no way of knowing then 
whether rising prices and wages 
would necessitate new requests for 
1947-48. To adopt this scale now 
even retroactive to September 
would merely lead to new negotia¬ 
tions before the end of the present 
school year. 

2. The board has recognized the 
importance of past experiences in 
improving a teacher’s ability to 
offer better service. The increment 
for this experience however should 
be paid for each year of experience 
prior to the date of his schedule 
not as is now stated prior to ex¬ 
perience in Coleman. 


3. A teacher’s service to the com¬ 
munity depend® a s much on his or 
her training as they do on ex- 
perience.This fact is only partially 
recognized in this schedule in the 
offer of $200. per annum for a 
degree. 

It requires, however, three years 
training beyond the Normal teach¬ 
ing certificae (to gain a degree. 
Each year of this training is the 
full equivalence of the Normal 
School course and provides a 
teacher with a background which is 
brought to bear on the normal 
work of the school. This added serv¬ 
ice should be paid for as it is being 
rendered 'by those who have taken 
this training. The modest request 
for $16 per credit or $75 per com- 
p ! eite year is sufficiently low that it 
hardly covers interest on the 
money investment required to get 
this training. 

4. The salary spread from mini¬ 
mum to maximum in the high 
school is insufficient. It does not 
give the group the same credit for 
experience as allowed in the other 
division of the school. 

5. The clause preventing high 
school teachers from attaining 
their maximum 'for three--years 
effects only two of the staff mem¬ 
bers. It is therefore a discrimina¬ 
tion against these teachers. 

6. The clause (5) “Principal of 
Cameron school.’’ By (the proposal 
a number of teachers on the Ele¬ 
mentary staff would receive $1800; 
this would be the same as the 
Principal of Cameron school and 
therefore there is no extra remun¬ 
eration for the added responsibil- 
ey of the principalsihip. 

7. It should be dlefinately stated 
that Temporary Teachers would 
receive payment at the same rate 
as permanent teachers, with full 
recognition for past experience. 

8. No mention has been made 
about payment of substitute teach¬ 
ers. The rat© as fixed by the board 
at $6.00 per day is out of keeping 
with present salary trends. 

In conclusion, Sir, the Coleman 
Sub-lecal supports the contention 
that so long as salaries of teachers 
are maintained at a level where it 
is not profitable to invest funds 
and effort to gain better training 
then the educational field will never 
have the personnel needed to im¬ 
prove our standards These will re¬ 
main at the present low ebb until 
the next War makes the public 
again conscious of the need of 
training the younger generation to 
fit into a “One World" picture. Ap¬ 
parently, the last War and the nee d 
to understand the United Nations 
picture has made the public Ipon- 
scious of this now as witness most 
newspapers and periodicals. Until 
something concrete is done in 
terms of increased salaries and 
qualifications in that order this 
flurry will remain just talk.

Mr. Spillers should have 
more gymnasium apparatus at his 
disposal, for example, two mats 
would be most acceptable. In a 
school of this size, every attempt 
sholld be made to provide 
teachers for Shop and for Home 
Economics courses,as these would 
be very much more valuable to a 
considerable number of high school 
students than are some of the 
courses they are now taking. 

GENERAL ORGANIZATION: 
There is ample evidence of excellent 
organization and very satisfactory 
co-operation among the members of 
the staff. Physical education is 
capably handled by Mr. R. Spillers. 
The patriotic exercises were brief 
but to the point and the students 
participate whole-heartedly. Music 
is very capably handled by Mr. 
Cousins. The students a re very for¬ 
tunate to have a talented young 
musician who has the ability to 
teach music most effectively. 

The Coleman school board is to 
be congratulated on having a 
capable staff in its high school. The 
students’ performance, their polit- 
ness, etc., are manifestations of a 
very well organized staff under ths 
leadership of a principal who knows 
his business thoroughly.

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CANADIAN DOLLAR 
RATE ESTABLISHED 


OTTAWA.—The government has 
passed an order-in-council establish¬ 
ing the Canadian dollar at its present 
value of parity with the United 
States dollar until further notice, it 
was learned authoritatively. 

This action is necessary under leg¬ 
islation passed at the last session of 
parliament to continue the war-born 
foreign exchange board. The Ex¬ 
change Control act becomes-effective 
Jan. 1 and requires that the dollar 
rate be fixed by order-in-council. 

While the order does not in itself 
mean any change, informed sources 
said it did serve to emphasize that 
the government was not planning to 
revalue the dollar and would be, in 
effect, a denial of recent reports in 
some financial quarters in Canada 
and the United States that revalua¬ 
tion was impending. 


OTTAWA.—Finance Minister Ab-1 
bott, in a year-end review of matters ( 
under his jurisdiction, said a balanced I 
budget for the 1946-47 fiscal year "is I 
practically certain and a sizeable j 
surplus not improbable.” 

Recalling that a deficit of between j 
¥260,000,000 and $300,000,000 had I 
been forecast for the current fiscal j 
year in the budget speech last June, I 
Mr. Abbott said: 

“It now is clear that we shall 
spend less than even the very much 
reduced amounts forecast in the bud¬ 
get, and take in more by way of 
revenue. Indeed, a balanced budget 
is practically certain and a sizeable 
surplus not improbable.” 

Mr. Abbott, who a month ago took 
over the finance minister’s post from 
Rt. Hon. J. L. Ilsley, now justice min¬ 
ister, paid tribute to his predecessor. 

“A solid foundation has been laid 
for future progress,” he said. "There 
is every reason to look forward with 
confidence to the new year.” 

“While the transition from war to j 
peace has been prolonged, and not al- j 
ways smooth, it is being accomplish - 1 
ed on the whole in an orderly fash¬ 
ion and with remarkable success. Ap- j 
proximately 1,500,000 men and worn- j 
en formerly in the armed services j 
and in war work have been absorbed 
in civilian activities without serious 
unemployment, and the demand is not 
yet satisfied. We have already enter¬ 
ed an era of unprecedented activity.” 

During the new year, the govern¬ 
ment planned to continue its policy 
of lifting controls as rapidly as con¬ 
ditions permit. 

"In the process of decontrol some 
increases in costs and prices were in¬ 
evitable and have taken place,” said 
Mr. Abbott. "Others are likely to fol¬ 
low. But, in spite of serious external 
pressures, we have managed to avoid 
the excessive fluctuations that would 
have taken place if there had been 
an abrupt end to all controls. 

"This orderly adjustment will be of 
major assistance to Canada in main¬ 
taining incomes and employment at 
high levels during 1947 and future
